Rood flying w eather reported as far 
•west as the Cape Verde Islands, Lieut. 
Col. Tadeo Larre Borges of the Uru­ 
guayan army, and Capt. Leon Challe, 
his French companion, were believed 
early today to have covered more than 
half the distance to the m ainland of 
Brazil, in their 
attem pted 
non-stop 
flight across the south Atlantic. 
Flying a French Brequet plane pow­ 
ered with a 400-horsepower Lorraine 
m otor, the, aviators made a perfect 
getaw ay at 12:55 P. M. (7:55 A. 
M. 
EST.) yesterday. They planned, upon 
reaching the South American coast, to 
follow the shore line as long as their 
gasoline lasted, thep, after refueling, 
to continue to Montevideo. 
The fliers were well equipped with 
food, the plane being 
stocked 
with 
quantities of chicken .bananas, choco­ 
late, coffee, rum, cognac and cham ­ 
pagne. 
In the event of an emergency 
landing at sea, they have floats and 
two canvas life boats. 
Two previous attenrtpts to cross the 
A tlantic from Europe to Brazil in land 
planes have been successful. 
Captain 
A rturo Fernarin and Major Carlo Del 
Preto left Rome in a Savoia-Marchet 
ti plane on July 4, 1928, landing two 
days later near Natal, Brazil, estab 
Ashing a long distance record of 4,448 
miles. 
-The second successful flight of

and Francisco lglesias, who left Se­

DREAD OF LEPROSY 
BEING DISSIPATED 


EXPERT 
SAYS 
MARRIAGE 
LEPERS TO THOSE NOT IN­ 
FECTED NOW POSSIBLE 
Paris, Dec. 16—(lr.R)—The dread of 
leprosy is gradually being dissipated, 
according to Miss Adele Cohen, New­ 
ark, N. J., who has just completed 
her research work at the Pasteur In­ 
stitute. 
She declared European 
specialists 
no longer advocate isolation of lepers 
where they can be provided w ith sep­ 
a ra te bed linen and eating utensils, 
and predicted th at m arriage of lepers 
with those not having 
the 
disease 
would soon be possible without danger 
of infection. 
"The belief th at leprosy can be con­ 
tracted indirectly has been largely re­ 
sponsible for the exile of those suffer­ 
ing from the disease. 
‘N aturally the greatest care m ust 
be exercised but it is really possible 
today for lepers to be m arried without 
passing the disease to their m ates,” 
said Miss Cohen in an interview be­ 
fore starting for the United States to­ 
day. 
It was revealed by Miss Coheir that 
a new treatm ent has been form ulated 
by professors at the Am ateur Institute 
and is yielding amazing results, citing 
the case of a Paris leper who has been 
under the observation of the Pasteur 
Institute for the past several months. 
She said that the ulcers which usually 
accompany the disease 
had disap­ 
peared under the treatm ent.

A U VE, FLESH OR PHANTOM, 
IS TH E ISSUE

Mountain View, Ark., Dec. 16.—(tJ.R) 
- W ith the "murdered 
m an’’ 
sitting 
well up front, the strangest m urder 
trial in the history of American juris­ 
prudence started in the picturesque 
stone court house here today. 
Connie Franklin, dead or alive, flesh 
or phantom, was the issue. Tho lives 
of four men were at stake and a fifth 
had obtained a separate trial at the 
eleventh hour. 
From the time one could see plainly 
through 
the 
streets of the 
town, 
crowds began to gather. Tall of sta t­ 
ure, slow of speech, the bearded men 
of the hills slouched toward the court 
house, their boots sloughing off the 
mud of the rain-soaked Ozark trills. 
Each had but one goal the stone 
court house where a court of law 
would decide w hether Joe White, Bill 
Younger, H ubert H ester and H erm an 
Greenway set upon Connie Franklin 
with whips and then burned him to 
ashes on a pyre of brushwood last 
March 9 or w hether Tiller Rum iner 
“made up the story in her own head.” 
Armed deputies u n d e rlie direction 
of Ham Johnson, 250-pound symbol of 
law and order, guarded Tiller, the 17- 
year-old child woman whose first love 
was ended, so she claims, in gruesome 
tragedy. 
* 
Mystery, Impalpable and elusive, has 
masked the case from the time Tiller 
went to the authorities with her story 
of mountain romance cut short on a 
stroll through a pine-clustered lane by 
mountain blood lust. 
Dour 
glares 
exchanged 
by rival 
Ozark clansmen Indicated they knew 
the truth. 
Those from the great world outside 
did not know however w hether the 
man sitting in 
the 
courtroom 
was 
Connie Franklin, the Illiterate former 
insane asylum inm ate who became 
Tiller Rum lner’s "man,” or an impos­ 
ter, pulling the wool over the eyes of 
the authorities In a daring hoax. 
For days the dispute had raged In 
Mountain View and In the hills and 
hollows. State's Attorney Hugh Wil­ 
liamson had m arshaled witnesses who 
claimed 
the 
man was 
not Connie 
Franklin. 
Coleman Foster, who came back to 
these parts from Oklahoma and who 
wild he had known Connie Franklin 
well, declared stoutly 
th at 
he 
had 
never seen this mystery man before. 
Others, singled out by Chief of De­ 
fense Counsel Benny 
Williamson, 
a 
brother of the prosecutor, had sworn 
“as God knows I’m aspeakin’ right” 
that the man they saw was Connie 
Franklin, himself, not u "hant” of him. 
"Uncle” 
Eugene 
Chauncisse, 
the 
hillside hermit, and Reuben Harrell, 
deaf and dumb hillsman, were enroll­ 
ed as state's witnesses, prepared to 
swear they saw the crime committed. 
D efense witnesses had stories ready 
which they contended would disprove 
Tiller’s tale of Franklin’s death. They 
would tell how swaying from too many 
swigs at a Jug of mountain dew, he 
tumbled from his mule and cut 
his 
head. 
And the defense 
attorneys 
would 
tell how his bloody overseas cap, left 
in the road, was seized upon as the 
evidential ball which plotters 
rolled 
into a plot to exact the lives of the 
accused men.

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Tourist Business Flourishes 


M ore than 1,677,533 tourists visited Minnesota this year on 
the basis of “conservative estimates,” H. C. Hotaling, executive 
secretary of the Ten Thousand Lakes-Greater Minnesota associa­ 
tion, said in his annual report at the thirteenth annual meeting 
of the Ten Thousand Lakes-Greater Minnesota association held in 
Minneapolis.,, 
The estimated expenditures of this group was $87,703,070, 
according to Mr. Hotaling, who said that this was an increase of 
$5,995,110 over last year. 
The tourist business during the last 
year in Minnesota was good, generally better than ever before, he 
said. 
0 Mr. Hotaling told of the increasing advertising efforts of the 
association and particularly of its new activity, attracting home­ 
makers to Minnesota farina, the function taken over when the 
Ten Thousand Lakes association merged with the Greater Min­ 
nesota association. 
He said his office had records to show that 
land sales in Minnesota were nearly twice as large last year as 
in 1928, although the records are incomplete. 
In 1928 there were sold 672 farms, embracing 102,785 acres, 
according to his information, while in 1929 there were sold 1,567 
farms, with an aggregate acreage of 193,421. He said that there 
is evidence to show a growing interest in farm land purchasing 
and that lands “tied up” through bank failures and foreclosures 
following the war are how being disposed of with greater speed 
than before. 
The campaign to put new interest into settlement of Minne­ 
sota farms should be carried on with greater vigor, Mr. Hotaling 
said. At the same time he urged that because of the “large divi­ 
dend” it pays, the activities to attract tourists should he in­ 
creased. Minnesota rseorts are making many improvements and 
are preparing for even more business during 1930 than during 
the season just closed, he said. 
Mr. Hotaling reported that the association will start the new 
year with a balance of moneys on hand and will be prepared for 
a more extensive program during 1930 than ever before, with its 
fiscal problems less troublesome. 
Receipts during the last year 
for the, merged organization totaled $88,230 and on Dec. I there 
was'a balance in excess of $17,000. Of its receipts the state legis­ 
lature appropriated $37,500 from the state treasury for each of 
the two years of the present biennium.

P o p u l a t i o n , production and planning are put forward as 
constituting the enternal municipal triangle by the Civic Develop­ 
ment Department of the Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States. 
This means that cities must have money to pay for neces­ 
sary improvements, that increased revenue must come from in­ 
creased production, that increased production must come from 
increased population and increased population in turn comes from 
improvements. 
A typical case—the city that has reached the tax rate limit 
authorized by law and is carrying a heavily bonded debt—is cited 
by way of example. 
“The value of the property,” the Department states, “depends 
to a very large extent upon population. An increase of population 
will raise the value of property if it is producing population. The 
addition of a bank in a town simply divides the business of three 
blinks among four banks. A merchant employing four clerks will 
not employ eight unless he has a sufficient increase in business 
to warrant the expansion. 
The population must produce, which 
means expansion in business or industry or tho addition of new 
industries are not likely to move to the community unless they can 
secure the same advantages they can elsewhere. 
“The problem, therefore, is to so plan our towns that those 
things required by business and industry and those things de­ 
sired by the working man and general population will be provided 
in the most economic way in order that the city may secure tho 
revenue it needs without undue burdens in taxation.” 


Fifed of Lair on Sue i d ii 


T he scientific analysis to be undertaken by the Institute of 
Law of the Johns Hopkins university of the 100,000 law suits 
started annually in Ohio should prove valuable to the nation. The 
aim is to discover how the law affects human beings, as well to 
seeking improvement in administration. That the law in its mani­ 
fold aspects has pronounced influence on social development is 
axiomatic. 
Ohio should make a laboratory representative of the nation 
for this purpose. The population there may be no more prone to 
go to ,law or to violate it than Others, but tho great number of 
cases indicates no hesitancy to try conclusions with it. The state 
is a blend of cities, large and small, towns, hamlets and open 
country. Industry and agriculture present their problems. What 
may be proved true of the people of Ohio in their contacts with 
the law' should be applicable to practically all the states. 
The research will be thoroughgoing and will extend over a 
period of years. The program for the first year is extensive. The 
civil judgments of courts of common pleas, the courts of appeals 
and the supreme court will be examined first. Then will come in­ 
quiry into divorce courts and municipal courts. 
Following will 
be a study of the making and recording of judicial statistics. No 
report of any phase of the investigation is expected before Feb­ 
ruary, 1931. 
The results of the inquiry are certain to be awaited with in­ 
terest.—Pittsburgh Post-Gazette.

A small 
opening from Snyder’s “tom b” gave 
him a little air. 
The shock and ex­ 
posure was indescribable. 
Snyder re­ 
m ained cheerful, praying th a t his fel­ 
low w orkm en would soon reach him. 
The hours dragged on. 
After 45 hours 
of 
im prisonm ent 
he 
was 
dragged 
through an aperture in the wall w.th 
a rope. 
His reason was gone. 
F ig h t­ 
ing his rescuers he dem anded to ho 
left alone. 
He was forced into a r 
am bulance and taken to the Miners 
hospital itv Crosby. 
At the hospital hope was held out 
for hrs life. 
But early S aturday che 
m iner was bleeding from the mouth, 
blood more red than the iron o e

Encouraging progress in medical re­ 
search work which has as its aim tho 
discovery of a euro 
f o r 
tuberculosis, 
has been made re­ 
cently according to 
a 
report just 
re­

N a t i o n a l Tuber­ 
culosis Asaociatkvv 
in connection with 
the Chi bit ma* seal 
campaign. This re­ 
search work is carried on in 19 univpr- 
sity laboratories'throughout the coun­ 
t y , and is being financed by' Christm as 
seal funds from the national, state, 
and local associations. 
O utstanding 
e.scoveries 
recently 
mode public snow th at four particular 
substances m ake up an im portant part 
of the tuberculosis germ. 
Two of these subs!aures are of far­ 
reaching im portance in the early diag­ 
nosis of tuberculosis. 
It was found 
that a pure protein substance was th•* 
element which causes the skin reac­ 
tion 
typical 
in 
tuberculin 
testing- 
Purifying of this protein substance is 
, oving ti be of great value, accent­ 
ing to those in charge of the research, 
or, it m akes possible the discovery of 
tho presence of the tubercle bacillus 
within three or four days alter infec­ 
tion. 
Formerly' the skin test was al­ 
ways complicated by elements in th* 
tost fluid other than those which ie 
dicat od the discase and was not so 
accurate a test as is now possible 
with the new discovery. 
Use of the second element, phospho- 
lipin, will Ire made in a new kind of 
test called a precipitin test. 
This test 
is made by' putting a small quantity of 
the element In a teat tube and adding 
to it a small quantity of the patient's 
blood. 
If the patient has tuberculosis 
a solid substance, the precipitate, will 
he formed.
